New York, Jan. 13 (A.P.) —Ho­ 
ratio Alger, Jr., who wrote a 
hu nd red books, all on the same 
theme — the triu mph of v irtu e 
— no d ou bt wou ld be su rprised , 
were he on earth tod ay to cele­ 
brate his hu nd red th birthd ay 
anniv ersary , to read this little 
note abou t one of his books: 
“Ben the Lu ggage Boy ; or 
Among the Wharv es, by Horatio 
Alger, Jr., Boston 1870. Original 
bind ing slightly ru bbed . With an 
ex tremely interesting three page 
au tographed letter, signed , in­ 
serted . $7.50.” 
This notice appeared the other 
d ay in the catalogu e of a d ealer 
in rare books and first ed itions, 
ind icating that the man who has 


charmed millions of y ou thfu l 
read ers for six ty y ears or more 
has arriv ed at collecting inter­ 
est. 
Tru e, $7.50 is not mu ch as 
prices go in the world of rare 
books, bu t at that it is more 
than is asked for the works of 
many another writer whose firsts 
soared in boom d ay s and then 
d ropped like a line on a bu si­ 
ness chart. 
The 
appearance 
of 
Alger 
among writers whose first ed i­ 
tions are listed as rare and d e­ 
sirable also is an ind ication of 
the increasing interest in tru e 
Americana; and certainly Alger, 
who wrote tale after tale of the 
American boy can q u ality in this 
field . One has only to recall the 


sentimental interest which has 
cau sed au thentic first ed itions of 
the McGu ffey read ers to leap in 
v alu e. 
The one hu nd red th birthd ay 
of the prolific writer likely will 
pass withou t ceremony . There 
will be no memorial meetings, no 
pilgrimage to hisjgrav e, no paens 
su ng in his honor. Alger liv ed 
and d ied a bachelor. 
Bu t to 
those millions of read ers of Al­ 
ger books, many with grey in 
their hair for y ears, his name 
will nev er q u ite be forgotten. 
It was on Janu ary 13 , 183 2, 
th at Alger was born in Chelsea, 
Mass., son of a Unitarian clergy ­ 
man. Horatio was ed u cated for 
the 
ministry ; 
was 
grad u ated 
from Harv ard at 20; serv ed in 


the Civ il war u ntil a broken arm 
end ed his military career; d id a 
bit of preaching, and then fol­ 
lowing his tru e inclination, came 
to New York to become a writer. 
While written for y ou ths of 
two or three generations back 
the Alger books still sell, hold ­ 
ing their own in competition 
with the more sophisticated ad ­ 
v entu re books of the present 
d ay . In all of Alger’s stories boy s 
mad e good after thrilling ad ­ 
v entu res. Alger’s boy s were for­ 
ev er stopping ru naway horses, 
rescu ing 
d rowning 
heiresses, 
foiling d ark plots. They were 
bootblacks, newsboy s, messenger 
boy s, train boy s, boy s of ev ery 
calling. Ev entu ally they all end -

tio n . 
Little in ciden ts o f th is kin d aren ’t u n co mmo n . 
Almo st ev ery sto re-keep er h as ex p erien ced th em. 
Pu blic o fficials are fo rev er gettin g tin y su ms 
fro m co n scien ce-stricken citizen s wh o go t away 
with so meth in g o n th eir tax bills a decade o r 
mo re ago . It h ap p en s all th e time. 
Bu t th e fu n n y th in g is th at it’s almo st alway s 
o n su ch p icdy u n e little wro n gs th at co n scien ce 
do es its mo st effectiv e wo rk. Wh en a man de­ 
cides to make restitu tio n fo r so me lo n g-dead mis­ 
deed, th e to tal cash in v o lv ed is gen erally so me­ 
th in g u n der fiv e do llars. We seem better able to 
liv e with mo rtal sin s th an with v en ial fau lts. 
An d th is, v ery likely , Is du e to a q u eer q u irk 
in h u man n atu re; a q u irk th at en ables u s to get 
alo n g with o u r co n scien ces by p ickin g o u t fo r 
ato n emen t so me p erfectly triflin g p eccadillo th at 
o u r credito r lias lo n g sin ce fo rgo tten . Pay in g 
an an cien t 5 0-cen t debt is a kin d o f salv e th at 
eases th e smart o f mu ch larger debts wh ich 
n ev er will be p aid. 
It may be th at th at is simp ly o u r way o f rec­ 
o gn izin g th at we are h elp less. Fo r th e really 
damagin g mistakes th at we make — th e bits o f 
fo lly an d blin dn ess th at keep u s awake n igh ts 
— are th in gs fo r wh ich we can n ev er, by an y 
mean s, make restitu tio n . Th e frien dsh ip th at we 
sh attered, y ears ago . th e y o u th wh o se ideas we 
carelessly demo lish ed, th e p erso n wh o se life we 
h elp ed to make bitter by p reju dice o r misu n ­ 
derstan din g — th ese th in gs we can n o t remedy . 
To try to tu rn back th e clo ck is fo o lish ; to try to 
set righ t an o ld wro n g is, in man y cases, eq u ally 
fu tile. 
So we p ick o u t so me little th in g, p u t it righ t, 
an d h o p e th at co n scien ce will be ap p eased. 


WHO LOVES NATURE? 
Peo p le wh o liv e in th e co u n try , acco rdin g to a 
sp eaker at th e recen t New Orlean s meetin g o f th e 
American Natu re Stu dy So ciety , are n o t Very 
o ften in lo v e with n atu re. Farmers o p p o se th e 
in tro du ctio n o f n atu re stu dy co u rses in sch o o ls, 
farm ch ildren h av e v ery little in terest in th e 
m atter an d farm fo lk gen erally lo o k o n n atu re 
as an en emy rath er th an as a frien dly an d beau ­ 
tifu l ally .

Th ere is little do u bt th at so me o f 
th e mo st imp assio n ed writin g abo u t th e beau ties

in th e co u n try . 
Fo r h is rewards are th in gs th at do n o t o ften 
get p u t in to wo rds. Th ey are th in gs h e so aks 
u p u n co n scio u sly , h ardly th in kin g abo u t th em; 
th e clean fresh n ess o f a h illy p astu re in a misty 
dawn , th e p u n gen t warmth o f a filled barn o n 
a win ter’s mo rn in g, th e rich n ess o f green y o u n g 
wh eat o n a lo n g slo p e at su n set, th e co o l du sk o f 
th e sh ado wy lan es do wn wh ich h e sen ds h is cat­ 
tle to th eir grazin g-fields — th ese th in gs mean 
mo re to h im th an h e can ev er tell.
